Induction  Neck  Loop 

Some  hearing  aids  have  a  built-in  device  called  a  "telecoil" 
(sometimes  referred  to  as  a  "t-switch"  or  "phone  switch").  The 
telecoil  can  receive  a  signal  from  the  Induction  Neck  Loop 
when  the  loop  is  plugged  into  the  headphone  jack  of  an  APH 
cassette  recorder/player.  Many  hearing  aid  users  find  this 
direct  signal  improves  their  understanding  of  voices  coming 
from  the  tape  player. 

The  Neck  Loop  consists  of  a  wire  loop  that  the  user  places 
around  his  or  her  neck.  A  wire  extends  from  the  bottom  of  the  loop  and 
this  wire  plugs  into  the  3.5  mm  headphone  jack  of  an  APH  cassette 
recorder/player.  You  then  switch  your  hearing  aid  to  the  "telecoil"  setting 
and  adjust  the  volume  of  the  hearing  aid  and  the  tape  player. 

Included  with  the  Induction  Neck  Loop 

The  Neck  Loop  is  shipped  from  APH  with  a  stereo  adapter  plug  attached 
to  the  end  of  the  wire.  This  makes  the  loop  ready  to  plug  into  the  newer  APH  stereo  recorder/players.  The 
stereo  plug  can  be  removed  from  the  end  of  the  wire,  which  will  reveal  a  mono  plug  designed  for  use  with 
older  APH  recorder/players. 

Do  I  Have  a  Telecoil  in  My  Hearing  Aid? 

If  you  do  not  know  whether  your  hearing  aid  contains  a  telecoil,  check  with  your  audiologist  or  hearing  aid 
dispenser.  It  is  possible  to  add  a  telecoil  to  some  hearing  aids  after  they  have  been  purchased.

Tactual  training  involves  the  development  of  fine  motor  skills  (building  dexterity  and  hand  strength)  and  tactual 
discrimination  skills  (developing  sensitivity  and  the  opportunity  to  refine  search  strategies). 

The  following  chart  is  presented  in  two  sections  or  groupings:  fine  motor  skills  and  tactual  discrimination  skills. 
Skills  are  listed  in  the  far  left  column.  Within  each  section  of  the  chart,  some  indication  of  the  progression  of 
skill  development  is  shown — the  skills  listed  first  being  among  the  earliest  to  develop.  However,  overall 
development  in  these  areas  frequently  overlaps:  fine  motor  and  tactual  discrimination  skills  develop  in  parallel. 
In  addition,  the  progression  may  vary  from  learner  to  learner,  depending  on  experience  and  learner-specific 
characteristics. 

Materials  from  the  Printing  House  which  are  designed  to  develop  the  listed  skills  are  presented  in  the  adjacent 
right-hand  columns.  Since  most  materials  develop  more  than  one  skill,  they  are  listed  by  the  primary  skill  they 
are  designed  to  address. 

Many  materials  also  address  skills  in  other  areas  of  development  beyond  the  scope  of  this  chart,  such  as 
cognitive  development.  Pegboard  activities,  for  example,  develop  fine  motor  skills  at  their  simplest  level,  but 
may  be  used  to  develop  complex  cognitive  skills  involving  matching,  sequencing,  and  pattern-making. 
Appropriate  use  of  materials  requires  the  instructor  to  consider  carefully  the  focus  of  instruction,  e.g.  simple 
placement  of  pegs  or  complex  pattern-making.
